At the council meeting, 
in the interests of getting an of- 
ficial expression from the city 
hall. leaders were Paul Stiker, 
Leland Scheu and J. Harvey Sie- 
grist. 

Mr. Stiker and Mr. Siegrist 
said that the. community would 
be greatly penalized if the free- 
way north of 19th St. spanned 
Euclid rather than igoing under 
the avenue. 

Elwin Alder, acting city man- 
ager, reminded the councilmen 
that Simon Bisner, city planning 
consultant, said the new freeway 
route should be permitted to go 
through the city only on a level 
grade, not elevated at one cross- 
ing and depressed at another. 
Mr. Hisner called it ‘‘jackrab- 
biting’’ through the city, Mr. Al- 
der said. Such a plan would re- 
sult in truck noise being much 
more severe as the machines ap- 
proached the upgrade and then 
go down the grade. 

City Attorney Henry M. Busch 
was authorized to prepare a reso- 
lution on motion of Councilmen 
Robert Thrall and Donald Carr.

‘Excess’ Rate 


Vote Till 7 | 


Polls will be open until 7 p.m. 
today in the election concerning 
the ‘‘excess tax rate’’ for the 
Upland school district. The bal- 
lot gives voters a chance to ap- 
prove continuation of an excess 
rate at 30 cents for each $100 of 
assessed valuation. 

The rate of 40 cents for each 
$100, voted five years ago, will 
expire in July. The new proposal 
would be effective for the next 
five years. 

Three voting places are being 
maintained in three local schools; 
Upland elementary, Sierra Vista 
and 18th St. 

All Upland Parent-Teacher As- 
sociations are on record in favor 
of the proposal and most parents 
of children in today’s schools are 
also expected to favor the pro- 
posal. An ‘‘excess rate’’ has been 
in effect here for many years 
and in most of the school dis- 
tricts in California. 

If approved; the rate will mean 
the continuation of present edu- 
cational facilities here.

Park Site Planning Is Vital 
Now For the Year 2,000 


By the year 2,000, every residential parcel within the Up- 
land city limits will be occupied—according to today’s fore- 
casts. 


The General Telephone Co., in making a long-range pop- 
ulation estimate in providing for its needs, recently estimated 
a maximum population of 65,000 within Upland. 

iA. very recent forecast is that of the James Montgomery 
Co. Pasadena consulting engineers, which has filed in the city 
hall, a long-range plan for a city-wide sewer systems. 

The 65,000 population will be reached in 45 years hence— 
that is the year 2,000. 

These forecasts, therefore, tell us in very. definite terms 
what we can expect in population increase. This estimate may 
or may not be realized but the fact remains citizens of today 
have very good reasons to plan for the future. 

While the presently adopted zoning plan can be used as a 
guide, there must be constant changes in it—providing those 
changes are improvements and not made to satisfy the whims 
of property owners or people wanting only to make money on 
the changes. 

City officials now have the long-range sewer system for 
study. If this is to be followed—and some long-range plan 
must be followed, it will be up to the residents to vote bonds to 
provide for the installations. The first unit must be ready for 
use within five years, according to the present plan. That will 
take more than one million dollars in bonds. 

One thing lacking in the long range municipal program is 
a.plan to provide city parks. On the zoning map, are squares 
set aside for possible future park sites. That is far different 
than getting parks established. It takes money and definite 
plans must be made for purchasing the sites at the opportune 
time. 

For about four years, the city has been collecting a small 
fee from the developer of each new residential lot for the pur- 
pose of acquiring “park and school sites.’” At the moment, that 
fund is not being used because:-a law suit questions the legal 
tight of a city to collect money for this purpose. Even if the city 
should win the suit, the total fund is not large enough to meet 
the steady residential expansion. An additional * ‘park fund” 
should be also created through budget action by the council- 
men. 

Residents of today will be selfishly short-sighted if ade- 
quate provision is not made in providing park sites for gener- 
ations to come. 

Just as there are plans for lot sizes in residential develop- 
ment,and for water and sewer line installations, there must be 
suitable park site acquisition. 

We know what to expect in population totals. Based on the 
forecasts, our planning should include all phases of a com- 
munity life for the ultimate development of the community.
